May it Please Your Excellency. 

We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, beg to submit the following 
General Report of our proceedings during the year 1911. 

No change in the constitution of the Commission having occurred during the Constitution of 
year, the members of the Board, both appointed and elected, remain the same as Commission, 
those for 1910. The names of the Commissioners are given infra, Appendix A 
No. I., p. 8. 

We held Quarterly Meetings on January 19, April 27, July 27, and October 12, Meetings and 
and, m addition, we held a Special Meeting on February 14, for the purpose of Attendances, 
giving a direction, under Section 82 of Scheme No. 34, as to the proper construction 
of Section 54 of that Scheme. At the meeting of January 19 we elected Right 
Rev. Monsignor Byrne, P.P., V.G., to be our Chairman, and Rev. J. M. Hamilton, 

M.A., D.D, to be onr Vice-Chairman for the year. A Table of the attendances of 
the Commissioners is given infra, Appendix A, No. IV., p. 9. 

The Standing Committee held fifteen meetings during the year. The names standing 
of the Commissioners constituting the Standing Committee” are given infra, Committee. 
Appendix A, No. II., p. 8, and a Table of attendances of the Standing Committee 
will be found in Appendix A, No. V., p. 9. 

No change has taken place in our Staff during the year. Their names are „ 

given m Appendix A, No. III., p. 8. At the Standing Committee Meeting of 
December 12, however, onr Clerk, Mr. Arthur C. Ellis, B.L., LL.B., intimated that 
he wished to be relieved of his duties early in the coming year, on his appointment to 
an Auditorship, under the Local Government Board. While glad to learn of his 
promotion to a more responsible and remunerative position, we heard of Mr. Ellis’s 
resignation with regret, as he had rendered five and a-half years’ faithful and 
efficient service to the Board.*

Income . — Compared with the previous year, our gross income from all sources 
shows little change, the figures being £6,384 135. 2 d. in 1911 as against £6,386 25. 8 d. 
in 1910. The amounts under the various sub-heads constituting the total have 
altered, but not very substantially. Rents are increased by some £22, owing to a 
more successful collection on the Tyrone Estate. Dividends are reduced by nearly 
£20, the amount of “ Interest in lieu of Rent ” received from the Land Commission 
in respect of the Banagher Estate being less in 1911 than in 1910. As previously 
explained, however, this is a matter of small importance, and is not to be taken as 
indicating that the collection of interest for the year ending November, 1911, was 
less successful than that of the previous year. As a matter of fact, there was no 
arrear on this estate in either period, but our Returns fluctuate according as the 
remittances are made by the Land Commission before or after the 31st of December 
in any year. Miscellaneous Receipts vary from year to year, and on the present 
occasion they show a reduction of £4. 

Expenditure . — Our ordinary expenditure on Estate outgoings, cost of Manage- 
ment, etc., shows a reduction of £56. The real reduction, however, is only £34, as a 
head rent of £22 which accrued during the year was not paid until the beginning 
of 1912. The Tyrone Estate is the main factor in accounting for the reduction, 
the outgoings on this Estate being £20 less than those of the previous year. The 
sum applied to Educational purposes during the year was reduced by £130, the 
figures being £4,926 145. 9^. in 1910 and £4,796 05. 3 d. in 1911. 

Balances . — Our Income for the year exceeded our Expenditure by £113 35. 2 d., 
and the sum total of our net credit balances on December 31, 1911, was accordingly 
greater by that amount than the sum total shown on the corresponding date of the 
previous -year. 

Capital . — No change has taken place during the year in the nature of the 
Securities held by the Board, and our Stock Account remains as it was at the date 
of our last Report.

ULSTER ROYAL SCHOOL ENDOWMENTS. 


The Schools sharing in these Endowments continue, on the whole, to be efficiently General - 
conducted. The returns dealing with the School Rolls, the Educational Results, 
and the condition of the School Buildings are, speaking generally, and when allow- 
ances are made for special circumstances hereafter referred to, of a satisfactory 
character. For full particulars on these points we would refer to the Reports of 
our Secretary, who, as Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, visited the various Schools last 
autumn. These Reports will be found in Appendix C, pp. 23-28. 

The total number on the Rolls of the Schools under the control of the Local Numbers. 
Boards for the year 1910-11, viz., 771, is substantially less than that for the previous 
year, when the record number of 820 was reached. The reduction is considerable, 
but it is at least satisfactory to note that for the major portion of it a natural 
explanation is forthcoming, in that two of the Schools, Raphoe and Dungannon, 
suffered. a, temporary set back through a change of Headmasters during the year. 

It may be mentioned, too, that the total for the year 1909-10 was 21 in excess of any 
previous record. 

The number of pupils presented for the Intermediate Examinations in 1911 
was 441, or 88 per cent, of the gross Intermediate Rolls. This compares very 
favourably with the 83 per cent, of 1910 and the 75 per cent, of 1909. As we have 
seen, the School Roll shows a reduction of 49, but notwithstanding this fact, 441 
pupils were submitted to examination as against 437 in the previous year. This 
may be regarded with much satisfaction. 

Tested by the Intermediate Examinations, the efficiency of the Schools, taken Efficiency 
as a whole, continues creditable, the percentage of Passes being 62 -3, as compared 
with a percentage of 60 in 1910. The general percentage of Passes for the whole 
country was 54 in 1911, and 53 in 1910. It will thus be seen that in this respect 
the particular Schools with which we are dealing still maintain their superiority, 
winch in 1910 was represented by a percentage of 7, and in 1911 by a percentage 


With one exception viz., Raphoe — the state of the School Buildings may be School Premises, 
regarded as satisfactory. In the case of Enniskillen Royal School considerable 
improvements have been effected recently, with the result that the Buildings 
are now m an excellent condition. The Raphoe Buildings still leave much to 
be desired, but something was done during the year, and more ia promised in the 
near future. That a strenuous effort is needed on behalf of this School seems to be 
generally recognised, and it is gratifying to know that the Local Board are taking 
special steps to raise additional funds for its benefit 


Of the twelve Schools under the control of the Local Boaids, we are satisfied 
that ten have fulfilled the conditions prescribed by the Scheme to qualify them 
to share m the Endowments of their respective districts. We accepted as evidence 
ol this qualification the Certificate of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, who visited 
each of the Schools m September, 1911. See Appendix C, pp. 23-25. Particulars 
as to the disqualification of the two remaining Schools— Raphoe Royal School and 
Ladies Collegiate School, Enniskillen — are also set forth in the same Appendix, p,

OTHER ENDOWMENTS. 

Preston Endowment. — The gross income of this Endowment for the year, in- 
cluding dividends on the separate Capital Accounts of the Navan and Abbeyleix 
Schools, and small Miscellaneous Receipts, was £932 17 s. 0 d. as compared with 
£951 11s. 3d. for the previous year, the principal explanation of the difference being 
that arrears, in respect of the single holding still unsold, were collected in 1910. 
The amounts allocated to the several Schools having claims on the Endowment, after 
payment of the necessary outgoings, were as follow : — King’s Hospital, Oxmantown, 
£162 5s. 0d. ; Preston School, Navan, £368 Is. 2d. ; and Preston School, Abbeyleix, 
£301 8s. 10 d. 

Preston School, Navan. — On page 29 we print the Report of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant’s Inspector. We regret to say that in respect of attendance the Returns 
accompanying the Report show little improvement, the figures being Roll 18, aver- 
age attendance 13, as compared with 17 and 13, respectively, in 1910. The 
Intermediate Results, however, are distinctly better — in 1910 one pupil passed, 
while in 1911, four were successful. 

Preston School, Abbeyleix. — We print, infra, page 29, the Report of the Lord 
Lieutenant’s Inspector on this School. The Roll is not quite so strong as that of 
last year, 23 taking the place of 25. Of the 15 in the Intermediate Class, 12 were 
presented for examination, and 5 passed — a result which compares unfavourabty 
with that of the previous year, when 10 were presented and 7 passed. 

Carysfort Endowment. — The number of Schools receiving grants from this 
Endowment still continues to be five, two being under Protestant and three under 
Roman Catholic management. The total sum available for educational purposes 
was £142, which we divided equally between the two religious denominations. 
The National Board Inspectors classify two of the Schools as “ Good” and three as 
“Fair.” In view of the comparative isolation of the majority of the Schools their 
educational efficiency may be regarded as fairly satisfactory. In the case of one 
of the Schools, Mucldagh, referred to in previous Reports, the buildings still con- 
tinue very unsuitable. 

The Leamy Endowment, Limerick. — During the year we distributed between 
the Leamy Local Boards of Education the sum of £254 136-. Id. The two Schools 
sharing in the Endowment continue to be conducted in a satisfactory manner, as 
shown by the Report of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, which is given infra, p. 
29. 

The Viscount Limerick Endowment, Dundalk. — Two Schools established their 
claim to share in this Endowment, namely : — St, Mary’s College, Dundalk, for 
eleven pupils, and the Educational Institution, Dundalk, for eleven pupils. We 
allocated a sum of £26 85. 0 d. to each School. 


Bank's Endowment, Eyrecourt.— The Trustees of this Endowment not being in 
a position to submit a plan for its application, we consulted the Manager of Eyre- 
court National School, in accordance with Sec. 6 of Scheme No. 128, and decided to 
continue the application of the funds in that School to a purpose similar to that to 
which they had been applied in preceding years, viz., the teaching of such technical 
subjects as Shirt-making, Knitting, and Cookery. -The sum available was 
£16 9s. lOd. The Report of the National Board Inspector states that “ Cookery and 
Needlework are taught with special success.” 

The Diocesan Schools and Banagher Royal School Endowments. — We paid the 
following sums as prizes to Preparatory Grade pupils in the various localities, on 
condition that the money should be applied towards the payment of the winners’ 
school fees for the ensuing year : — £12 to pupils of Schools in the Dioceses oP 
Leighlin and Ossory, £26 to pupils of Schools in the Dioceses of Meath and Ardagh,

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THE COMMISSIONERS OF EDUCATION IN IRELAND. 


School Rolls. — The total number of pupils on the rolls foi the year just closed is 771. This is a marked 
contrast to the return for 1909-10 when the number was the record one of 820. It also compares unfavour- 
ably with each of the previous years to 1906-07, inclusive, when the number was 772, and when there 
were only eleven schools subject to Inspection. In other words the numbers for 1906-07, which are lower 
than those for any of the three succeeding years, are substantially the same as those for the year just con- 
cluded, although in the former case there were only eleven schools under review, whereas now there are 
twelve. 

This is not encouraging, but it is at least- satisfactory that a natural explanation is forthcoming for a portion 
of the reduction. In two of the Royal Schools — Raphoe and Dungannon — the Headmastership underwent 
a change during the year, and, as invariably happens in such cases, the school rolls have suffered thereby, 
Raphoe having lost 17 pupils, and Dungannon 14. Other comparatively substantial reductions, for which 
there is no such explanation, are Armagh Royal School, 10 ; St. Patrick’s, Cavan, 7 ; Enniskillen Royal School, 
7 ; and St. Macarten’s, Monaghan, 6. The only cases of increased numbers are St. Patrick’s Academy, 
Dungannon, 6 ; Ladies’ Collegiate School, Enniskillen, 5 ; Cavan Royal School, 3, and these are just the three 
schools in which stronger rolls were most to be desired. 

The gross Intermediate rolls this year number 501, of whom 441 were presented for examination, that 
is 88 per cent., as against 83 per cent, last year. This is a welcome increase, which it is to be hoped will be 
maintained. Many of the schools present for examination practically their total Intermediate rolls, but on 
the present occasion the percentage of entrants for examination from one School was only 60. In the opinion 
of many educationists this is a questionable policy, and if the School referred to were to present a more 
exhaustive number, there is no reason why the general percentage should not be maintained at 90. Such a 
course would, it is suggested, reflect credit on the Schools, and at the same time supply a stimulus, often very 
necessary, both to pupils and teachers. 

Educational Efficiency. — Tested by the results of the recent Intermediate Examinations, the Schools, 
taken as a whole, have done creditably. The successful candidates number 275 out of 441 presented for 
examination, that is the percentage of “ Passes ” is 62-3 — an improvement on last year, when the percentage 
was 60. Comparing the results for the particular schools with which we are dealing with the general results 
for the county as a whole, we find that last year they were as 60 is to 53, and on the present occasion they 
are as 62 is to 54. Thus, the Schools selected to share in the Endowments still maintain their higher 
percentage of “ Passes,” and this year the superiority is represented by a percentage of 8, as against one of 
7 last year. It is submitted that under ordinary circumstances this would be a satisfactory result, but it 
becomes particularly so in view of the following circumstances : — (1) Two of the Schools suffered through 
a change of Headmasters during the year ; (2) there was a substantial reduction in the total of the School rolls — 
hence less material to select from ; and (3) the percentage presented for examination was higher, and conse- 
quently the risks of failure were greater. 

Of the 12 Schools now under review, 7 have an increased percentage of “ Passes ” to their credit. The 
most remarkable increases are the following : — Royal School, Cavan, from 66 to 75 ; St. Macarten’s, Monaghan, 
from 64 to 77 ; St. Michael’s, Enniskillen Irom 37 to 67 ; and St. Patrick’s, Dungannon, from 46 to 58. The 
Schools which have most notably failed to maintain their records of last year are Armagh Royal School, St. 
Patrick’s College, Cavan, and Ladies’ Collegiate School, Enniskillen. The percentage of Armagh has fallen 
from 70 to 52 ; that of St. Patrick’s from 72 to 44 ; and that of the Ladies’ Collegiate School from 80 to 62. 
In each of these three cases the number presented for examination was more exhaustive than in the previous 
year. Once again Raphoe Royal School has the lowest percentage of “ Passes,” and it is to be hoped that 
the new Headmaster, who has been in office only since Christmas last, will in time succeed in raising this School 
to a position more in accordance with its former reputation. 

A close analysis of the results obtained by the various Schools goes to show that the vast majority 
of the failures this year were due to Latin and French. Strange to say the two Armagh Schools went down 
badly in Latin, although they had previously betrayed no noticeable weakness in this subject. 

Buildings, Equipment, &c. — The Buildings, taken as a whole, are now in very much better condition 
than they have ever before been in the experience of the present Inspector, and, with some trifling exceptions, 
the teaching appliances are sufficient and suitable. Raphoe Royal School premises still leave much to be 
desired, but, even in this case, considerable improvement has been effected during the past year, the dining- 
room and boys’ classroom having received much needed attention. In Armagh Royal School the exterior, 
generally, and the entrance to the Headmaster’s quarters have been refreshed ; the front of Portora (Enniskillen) 
has been cemented, the window sashes painted, and some of the passages painted and panelled ; by means of 
some structural alterations, the diningroom of Dungannon Royal School has been enlarged ; and a fine ball 
court has been added to St. Patrick’s College, Cavan. 

In connection with the Buildings I would call attention to the following points : — 

Armagh Royal School. — The middle dormitory should be done up. 

Cavan Royal School. — A large patch of plaster has fallen from the South-west corner. 

* Riphoe Royal School. — The girls’ classroom should be refreshed as soon as possible. 

St. Macarten’s, Monaghan. — In one of the dormitories ventilation suffers ; cumbersome cubicles pre- 
venting the free passage of air. 

St. Michael’s, Enniskillen. — The ventilation of the residential quarters is very defective, and dampness 
is noticeable in the recreation room and in the large classroom. 
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Health. — The Schools present practically a clean bill of health, no epidemic of any sort having occurred 
during the year. Generally the attendance was good, but in Raphoe Royal School it was only fair, and it 
was scarcely even that in the boys’ department of St. Patrick’s, Dungannon. 

Free Places— All the Schools advertised “ Free Education ” for at least two pupils as prescribed by 
Section 59 of the Scheme. Three of the Schools attracted no applicants, and in two cases there was no com- 
petition, the number of candidates not exceeding the number of places offered. In most of the other Schools 
the competition was keen, and the standard of answering proportionately high. 

Local Boards. — Some individual members leave much to be desired in the matter of attendance, but all 
the Boards, as such, have carried out their duties zealously and efficiently under the Scheme. With regard 
to the Accounts it is highly desirable not only that the audit for the previous year should be completed, but 
the transactions of the current year should be written up to - date prior to inspection. 

Schedule I. — Qualified Schools. — Subject to the two exceptions mentioned below, I am satisfied that 
all the essential conditions have been fulfilled, and I beg to report the compliance by each of the other ten 
Schools with the requirements of the Scheme in respect of the School year ended August 1, 1911. 

Exceptions . — 

(1) Raphoe Royal School. The Scheme requires that at least seven pupils from the School should 
have “ passed ” at the recent Intermediate examinations. The number who so passed was only 
five. 

(2) Ladies’ Collegiate School, Enniskillen. Again, this School has failed to fulfil the two conditions 

in which it was found wanting last year, viz. (a) there were only eighteen pupils of the prescribed 
age receiving Intermediate education at the School during the year — the number required under 
the Scheme is twenty ; (6) only five pupils from the School passed the recent Intermediate 
examinations ; as stated above, the number required under the Scheme is seven. 

As the Ladies’ Collegiate School has never yet “ qualified,” I am unable to recommend the exercise, in 
its favour, of the dispensing power vested in the Commissioners. The case of Raphoe School is, however, 
different. It has “ qualified ” for years, and it is fair to assume that its failure on the present occasion is 
due to the disorganisation caused by a change in the Headmastership during the year. This may be 
regarded as a “ temporary or accidental cause,” contemplated under the Scheme, and as the necessary con- 
dition is likely to be fulfilled during the coming year, I would respectfully suggest that the Commissioners 
should on this occasion dispense with the condition, viz., seven “ Passes,” in which the School has been 
found wanting. 

The matters which call for attention, and to which I have alluded above, will be made the subject of 
further reference in my detailed Report to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant.

II. 

Detailed Report of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector. 

I . — Armagh Protestant Board of Education. 

The attendance of members is good, and compares very favourably with that of some previous years. For 
some time past advancing years prevented the late Primate from taking an active part in the affairs 
of the Board, but his successor suffers under no such disability, and has already attended two meetings. 
I note that Rev. Mr. Faucett, successor to Rev. Mr. Patterson, in charge of a Congregation in Armagh, 
has been acting as a member of the Board, but I am not satisfied that he has been elected by the 
General Assembly. This is possibly an oversight. It is observed with pleasure that efforts are being 
made to afford local aid in support of the school. The Endowment is very small and the ordinary 
outgoings, such as rates, taxes, and necessary maintenance, are heavy. Again the Free Places offered 
have attracted suitable candidates, three of whom scored over 80 per cent. 

Armagh Royal School. — Both the School Roll and the percentage of successes at the Intermediate Exa- 
mination have suffered a reduction. The Roll has fallen from 80 to 70 — this is accounted for by a 
smaller number of day boys — and the percentage of Passes from 70 to 52. With reference to the 
latter, however, it should be stated that a much more exhaustive number was presented for examination, 
36 out of a possible 45 this year, as against 30 out of a possible 49 last year. For years languages 
have been a strong feature of this school, but on the present occasion there were a good many failures 
in French, and the Junior Grade (by far the largest class) went down very badly in Latin. This subject 
will require considerable attention if the former high percentage is to be restored. History and 
Geography and Mathematics were particularly successful. The premises have been well maintained, 
the exterior having been refreshed, and the Headmaster’s entrance hall painted. The middle dormitory 
should now be done up. 

II. — Armagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

Meetings are regularly held on the attendance of members continues good. The finances of the Board 
are steadily improving, the large debit in respect of Professors’ salaries being rapidly reduced. The 
provisions of the Scheme are duly observed. 

St. Patrick’s College, Armagh. — The School Roll remains unchanged, but the Intermediate successes have 
improved and now show the very creditable result of 75 per cent. The Middle and Preparatory Grade 
classes were particularly good, but the Junior Grade evinced considerable weakness in Latin. There 
were also some failures in French. It is noted with pleasure, however, that this subject is now being 
more generously treated in the Time Table than was heretofore the case. Drawing has improved. Were 
it not for the dampness previously referred to, the premises are in good condition, and a new building 
is being erected designed to supply further sleeping accommodation, and additional baths. The grounds 
are now in very good order. 

III. — Cavan Protestant Board of Education. 

There have been two changes in the constitution of this board — one in the representation of the Diocesan 
Council, and one in that of the Select Vestry. Meetings are regularly held, and the attendance of 
members is quite satisfactory. In addition to financing valuable House Scholarships, the Board are 
now tackling the rather large debit balance of then- ordinary account. In 1908 that balance stood at 
£96, in 1909 £105, and in 1910 £109. Subscriptions are being invited, already some generous donations 
have been received, and it is hoped that by the end of the year the Board’s liabilities may be considerably 
reduced. This action speaks eloquently of the local interest taken in the welfare of the school. 

Cavan Royal School. — The School Roll numbers 34 of whom 12 are boarders, as against 31 in the previous 
year when 9 were boarders. Of the 18 available for the Intermediate Examinations, 16 were presented, 
and 12 passed, that is 75 per cent. There was no really weak subject in any of the classes. The Junior 
Grade results were very satisfactory, 8 passing out of 10 presented, and Classics being particularly 
strong. The walls of the interior of the school have been refreshed, but some plaster is required in 
corridor outside boys’ lavatory, and the South-west corner (exterior) still needs attention, otherwise 
the premises generally are in very fair repair. 

IV. — Cavan Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The Board met regularly during the year, and the attendance of members, which works out at 69 per cent, 
was satisfactory. The resources of the college have been carefully husbanded, with the result that 
important improvements are now possible. A fine ball court has been erected, electric light is being 
installed, and provision is being made for four new baths with hot and cold water supply. When these 
undertakings have been completed, St. Patrick’s will be very well equipped. 

St. Patrick’s College, Cavan. — The School Roll has fallen from 97 to 90, a smaller number of boarders 
accounting for the reduction. It is observed with regret that this reduction in numbers is accompanied 
by a grave falling off in Intermediate successes. In 1909 the percentage of Passes was 77, m the 
following year it was 72, and this year it is 44.. It is to be hoped that this lapse is only temporary, 
and that the gallant effort so well maintained during recent years, will again produce the desired results. 
An analysis of the marks shows that French was weak throughout the various classes, Mathematics 
left much to be desired in the Senior Grade, and languages were almost universally fatal in the Prepara- 
tory Grade. In this connection it is to be noted that boys coming direct from National Schools are, 
after one year's preparation, presented in four languages — Latin, Greek, French, and Irish. It may 
well be that this task is too heavy both for teachers and pupils. 
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Y . — Donegal Protestant Board oj Education. 

As the result of changes in the Teaching Staff this Board has had an anxious year. No less than 16 meetings 
were held, and with one exception in which ill-health offers a ready explanation, the attendance of 
members was good. Legal expenses have been a severe strain on the resources of the Board, and steps 
are being taken to raise funds, by means of a bazaar, for the purposes of the school. 

Raphoe Royal School. — The whole School Staff was changed at Christmas. This means that the edu- 
cational work was much interfered with, and it is not surprising to find that the school roll has suffered, 
and that the Intermediate Results are very poor. The number of pupils has fallen from 57 to 40, of 
whom 19 were presented for examination, and only five passed. It is but fair to say, however, that 
the results would have been much better were it not for some failures in Experimental Science which 
are rather difficult of explanation. Languages will require a good deal of attention ; they were weak 
all through — especially Latin in the Preparatory Grade. Considering the Board’s limited resources, the 
premises have received much attention. The boys’ classroom, the dining room and some of the windows 
have been done up, and the old plastering has been removed from the rear. The girls’ classroom 
should be the Board’s next care. 

Having secured only 5 Passes at the recent Intermediate Examinations, the school failed to qualify under 
the Scheme, but the Commissioners of Education in Ireland have exercised their dispensing power in 
the school’s favour in respect of the year 1910 — 11. 

YI . — Donegal Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The duties of the Board are light, but the Statutory Meetings are regularly held. The attendance, however, 
was very faulty, no less than five members having failed to qualify. 

St. Eunan’s Seminary, Letterlcenny. — The School Roll shows little change — 87 taking the place of 86 — but 
the Intermediate Results, creditable last year, are much more so on the present occasion. Practically 
the whole Intermediate Roll was presented for examination, and the percentage of Passes is 73, as against 
65 in 1910. The marks all round were good, and there was no weak subject, except, perhaps. Trigo- 
nometry, in which only very few pupils were presented. Four languages, in addition to English, were 
taken, and it is distinctly agreeable to be able to state that French, a weak subject for years, is now 
quite satisfactory. As in former years, Classics and Irish are up to a high standard. A feature, noted 
with pleasure, is the almost universal use of the Blackboard — not only in teaching Mathematics, but 
languages also. The school is splendidly equipped, but the unsatisfactory state of some of the internal 
walls still continues. 

YIL — Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education. 

The constitution of the Board has been slightly altered owing to one change having taken place in the 
representation of the Diocesan Council. Six meetings (one adjourned) were held during the year and 
the attendance was above the average. Notwithstanding the large drain on their resources, the Board’s 
financial position is gradually improving — the debit balance of 1907 having given place to a constantly 
increasing credit balance. 

Royal School, Enniskillen. — The School Roll is reduced by 7, but the Intermediate results show a satis- 
factory improvement — at least in quality if not in quantity. Two Exhibitions, as well as some minor 
distinctions, were obtained and the percentage of Passes is 73. It is to be noted that the numbers 
presented and passed are practically the same this year as last, whereas on the present occasion the 
number available was less. In other words a more exhaustive number was submitted for examination 
in 1911 than in 1910. This is a move in the right direction which admits of still further improvement. 
Any weakness there was betrayed itself in languages — generally in French ; Mathematics all round 
were satisfactory ; the Junior Grade class of last year should render a good account of itself at the 
next examinations. The commercial class, which placed some successes to its credit during the past 
year, needs better equipment in the matter of Maps and Blackboards. The premises generally are in 

, very good repair — better than I have ever before seen them. Externally, the front is now in fine condition 

and, internally, some useful pannelling and colouring have been done. Damp spots in two dormitories 
would seem to indicate that the roof is slightly defective. 

Ladies’ Collegiate School, Enniskillen. — Again I have to report that this school has failed to qualify in 
that (1) less than 20 pupils of the prescribed ages were receiving Intermediate Education during the 
year, and (2) less than 7 pupils “ passed ” at the recent Intermediate Examinations. 

This is to be regretted, as the work being done by the School for female education in Enniskillen deserves 
to be encouraged. The teaching of French appears to be particularly successful. 

VIII. — Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

Much attention has been paid to the finances of this Board during the year. Five meetings were held 
and the attendance was satisfactory. The debit balance on December 31, 1910, was £812, but, not- 
withstanding the fact that the regular expenditure has been reduced by £250 per annum, little 
improvement can be anticipated during the current year owing to the small fees resulting from the 1910 
examinations. Continued vigilance on the part of the Local Board will be required if the finances are 
to be placed on a healthy basis. 

St. Macarten’s Seminary, Monaghan. — The Roll numbered 64, of whom 62 were within the Intermediate 
limits of age. The whole 62 were presented for examination and 48 passed, that is over 77 per cent. 
It has always been a satisfactory feature of St. Macarten’s that every available pupil is submitted to 
the test of the Intermediate, and under these circumstances the percentage of Passes is more than 
creditable. It is to be noted, too, that the curriculum is a wide one — the Middle Grade class taking 
eleven subjects, and the Senior Grade ten, including five languages. Mathematics, Science, and Irish 
were, as heretofore, strong throughout. French showed some slight weakness. An addition has been made 
to the Teaching Staff for the purpose of starting a commercial class. The premises generally are in 
good order, but the ventilation of one of the dormitories, where cumbersome cubicles obstruct the free 
passage of air, leaves something to be desired. 
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St. Michael’s, Enniskillen. — It is pleasant to be able to report that this school has in. a great measure 
recovered the position which it lost last year. The School Roll has been reduced from 42 to 37, but 
the percentage of Passes, which in 1909 was 82, and which in 1910 fell to 37-9, has again risen to 
67-7. Geometry, which was the cause of the failure last year, is much improved, but Mathematics 
generally show some weakness. Latin, too, in the Preparatory Grade, is not creditable, but French is 
good throughout. The buildings are in good condition except for signs of dampness in the large class- 
room and in the recreation room of the residential quarters. The ventilation of these quarters is far 
from satisfactory. The playground presents a neglected appearance. 

IX. — Tyrone Protestant Board of Education. 

The constitution of the Board has been slightly altered owing to one change having taken place, through 
death, in the representation of the General Assembly. Frequent meetings were held during the year 
and the attendance was well above the average. Much has been done for the school premises and 
when the windows have been seen to and the cement at the rear treated, all the most pressing needs 
will have been met. 

Dungannon Royal School. — Mr. Dill, the late Headmaster, has gone to Foyle College, and Mr. Bingham, the 
Assistant Master responsible for the Science Classes, has been promoted to the vacancy thus caused. 
Naturally, a change taking place during the year — Mr. Dill left at Easter — caused some disturbance 
of school work, and the Intermediate results, as well as the School Roll, have suffered accordingly. 
Strangely enough the fatal subject is French, although taught by the same master as in previous years, 
when it was highly successful. Latin, which was weak last year, has recovered, except in the Preparatory 
Grade, and Science and Mathematics are, as heretofore, very strong. A very important improvement 
recently effected is the enlarging of the Diningroom, much painting too has been done, and the interior 
generally is in very good order. 

In the girls’ department the roll shows an increase of 3 boarders, and of 12 presented for the Intermediate 
Examinations, 8 passed — that is 66 per cent. Here, too, languages, especially French, were the fatal 
subjects. The Preparatory Grade results were all round creditable — this is a promising class. The 
premises are in fair order, but the interior walls require almost constant attention, and a considerable 
amount of plaster has fallen away near the passage leading to the yard, probably through the door being 
allowed to bang. The arrangement for heating by means of hot water pipes was almost too effective 
on the date of my visit, with the result that the atmosphere was well nigh oppressive. More attention 
should be paid to the stoking of the furnace. 

X. — Tyrone Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The attendance of clerical members is satisfactory, but that of the lay members, with one exception, is 
the contrary. Last year three members had to be co-opted owing to faulty attendance, and this 
year two are disqualified from the same cause. The long-standing debt having been cleared off, the 
finances of the Board are now in a healthy state, and the only pressing need is the state of the grounds 
surrounding the Academy. Something should be done to make the surroundings more in keeping with 
the buildings. 

St. Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon. 

The School Roll, and the percentage of Passes, have both improved. In the boys’ department the number 
of Passes work out at 50 per cent. Languages generally were weak ; Mathematics satisfactory. In the 
Preparatory Grade the failures were nmnerous, but those who passed did so very successfully, 
and should make the nucleus of a good class this year. In the girls’ department the percentage of 
Passes was 65. French and German were weak ; Mathematics and Irish good ; History and Geography 
have recovered since last year. The Preparatory Grade class is deserving of special mention. Eight 
pupils were presented in six subjects, all passed and there was only one “ f ” in an individual subject — 
that is 47 successes out of a possible 48 ! The attendance in the girls’ school is good, but in the boys’ 
it is far from satisfactory. Something should be done to make it more regular. A good supply of Maps 
and Blackboards has been provided.

Scheme No. 91.— Anne Hall Endowment, Lattone School. 

The long delay in improving the buildings at this School is now over, and a very much improved 
building is now available for School or industrial teaching purposes. The work has been substantially done, 
good valne having been given by the builders. The Manager of the School is sanguine as to the establishment 
of industrial classes here, and he is hopeful of increased attendances at the National School.

Scheme No. 95.— Leamy Endowments, Limerick. 

Leamy Protestant Board.— Meetings were regularly held, and the attendance of Members, with two 
exceptions, was good. I note that the number of Presbyterian children attending the School has fallen from 
5 to 3, which means that that Denomination ceases to have an ex-officio representation on the Governing 
Body, in accordance with the provisions of section 3 of the Scheme. It is to be hoped, however, that the 
Rev. Mr. Semple’s services shall not be lost to the Local Board, as he has always taken an interest in the 
administration of the Endowment. The Minutes and Accounts are well kept, but I observe that the small 
credit balance is gradually disappearing. 

Leamy High School. — The School Roll numbers 38 as against 36 last year. All the pupils are 
Protestants, the various Denominations being represented as follows Episcopalians, 29 : Presbyterians, 3 : 
Baptists, 3 : Methodists, 2 : Plymouth Brethren, 1. The attendance is far from regular, and it might be 
well if the Governors were to offer, annually, a prize for the best attendance in each class. Generally, the 
education imparted is satisfactory and the “ tone ” of the School excellent. In the Junior Classes, Arithmetic 
is somewhat weak, but History and Reading are creditable. The dampness on the walls, which still continues 
is to be reported on by the Diocesan Architect, whom the Bishop has undertaken to consult. 

Leamy Roman Catholic Board. — One change has taken place in the constitution of the Board through 
the resignation of Dean Shanahan, whose place has been taken by Father Murphy. The attendance at Board 
Meetings, which are regularly held, works out at more than 70 per cent., and much care is shown in adminis- 
tering the Endowment. 

Leamx National School. — The School is again pronounced “ excellent ” by the National Board In- 
spector. The Roll and Average attendance for the past quarter were 506 and 394 respectively, and on the 
date of my visit there were 417 present out of a Roll of 512. The premises, generally, are in very good 
condition. The staircase and doors in the residential quarters have been painted, the class room walls washed 
down, lavatory basins have been supplied for the juniors, and a shed has been erected in the senior play ground. 
Discipline is still most efficiently maintained.

Of 
a possible 15, 12 were presented for the Intermediate Examinations, and 5 passed — not so good a result as last 
year. Among the 5, however, are to be reckoned an Exhibition in the Senior Grade, and an Honour Pupil 
in the Junior Grade. French and English appear to have been the best subjects. Much painting has been 
done. The large class-room, the diningroom, the hall and stairs have all received attention with pleasing 
effect. -For the Boarders everything is well ordered and comfortable.
